USSR, TURKEY SHELF AGREEMENT--Turkey and the Soviet Union exchanged in Ankara 
today the ratification document, of the agreement on the delineation of the Black 
Sea continental shelf. The agreement was signed in 1978 and approved by the 
National Security Council on 8 December 1980. The ratification documents were 
exchanged between Foreign Ministry Secretary General Amb Kamuran Gurn and Soviet 
Ambassador to Ankara Aleksey Rodinov. The agreement went into effect today. The 
Foreign Ministry Information Directorate General noted that through the agree- 
ment, the areas in the Black Sea continental shelf where Turkey and the Soviet 
Union can use their rights were determined in accordance with the principles of 
equality and justice.

OFFSHORE OTL SPEEDUP--The ofl exploration industry t# on the verge of @ m jor 
victory against red tane preventing importa of ofl rige. Representations trop 
major oil producers have shoc!.ed the Prime Minister, Mr Fraser, who has directed 
that prompt action be taken tc free the import of rigs.

Eneouraged by the results of ite recent cruise, the National Institute of Oceano- 
graphy has acheduled two more cruises by its research vessel "Gaveshini" after 
monsoon before the end of 1981 to recover polymetallic nodules from seabed. 






Aceo ding to official sources, preliminary analysis of the nodules collected 
during the recent cruise has indicated presence of copper, cobalt, nickel, iron 
and manganese, similar to samples received from Britain. In the Indian sample, 
the presence of iron and manganese have been found to be somewhat higher. The 
analysis was made by the regional Research Laboratory, Trivandrum, 


















The nodules were collected from a depth of 3600 to 4100 metres in an area, 750 
nautical miles off Goa. The concentration of nodules varied from 1.1 kg. per 
square mile to 5.8 ke. per square mile. According to experts, nodule concentra- 
tion of 2.5 kg. per square mile and above has economic potential. 


In view of the encouraging results obtained in the fi, ruise, NIO has planned 
detailed surveys of the areas and demarcation of sit« r future mining. It has 
also proposed to collect bulk samples for research analysis and baseline environ- 
mental data to study the environmental impact of future deep sea mining. 


Official sources feel that it may take at lcast three years before commercial 
exploitation of the sea-bed resources can be started. Special types of dredgers 
and crafts have to be acquired and the best technology available in the field 
will have to be studied for adoption. 


By then, the processing costs will also be known. Moreover it is expected that the 
Law of Sea will be concluded under U.N. auspices which will govern prospecting and 
mining activities in international sea-bed area. 


if the U.N. Conference on the Law of the Sea (UNCLOS) succeeds, mining of deep 
sea-.  d will start in a legitimate manner under the aegis of the proposed authority 
and if UNCLOS fails mining of deep-seabed will be carried out unilaterally by 

the multinational consortia of developed countries. Either way, India cannot 
afford to be left out and hence it has mounted efforts to develop and acquire 
technology for sea-bed prospecting and mining under an all-India coordinated 
project.

FISHING PROBLEMS=-While the fishing fleet in Grenada continues to expand, 
the Government-owned Barbadian trawler fleet has been tied up in the 
Careenage harbour for over a year now, due to what officials say are 

high fuel costs and lack of fishing grounds, The fleet consists of 

14 large deep-sea shrimp trawlers with refrigeration facilities, Of 
these, seven are currently on the high seas on charter to a Barbadian 
businessman for $7,000 (Bds) each per month, The shrimping operation 
started in 1973 with 20 trawlers, but some have been sold, others damaged 
by hurricanes David and Allen and two are being converted to patrol boats 
by the Barbados Defence Force. Management of the company, International 
Seafoods Ltd. (ISL), met officials from Barbados' Ministry of Agriculture 
to decide on its fate, It appears that there are two possible alternatives: 
shut down operations or go into receivership. In either case, the 

37 ISL office and maintenance workers will probably be thrown out of 
wor. Barbados, has a relatively large fleet of smaller boats, no longer 
than LO metres (34 feet).

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INDUSTRIAL FISHING COMPLEX TO BE CONSTRUCTED IN CASAMANCL

liext}) Aw industrial fishing complex which represents a total investment of 

1,246 billion CPA france will be inetallied soon in Casamance, in the southern part 
of Senegal. This complex is to be constructed by a private company, with Senegalese 
capital. tt will have the capacity to exploit 36,000 tons of fresh, emoked, dried 
fish every year, to produce fish oil and to process shelifish. 


The supplving of this complex wiil be carried out on the one hand, with equipment 
belonging to the initiatory company, and on the other hand, by independent fishermen. 
According to initial estimates, the plant will need the help of about 1,000 
independent fishermen. It will reportedly purchase in 1982, the year scheduled 

for its starting, approximately 3.125 billion CFA france of fish products. The 
financial volume of the products purchased by the plant will reportedly come to 
6.250 billion CFA francs in 1987, when its operations will reach its cruising speed. 


Sea fishing is one of the important sectors of the Senegalese economy. The 
necessity to develop Senegalese waters has lead to the establishment of a secretariat 
of state for sea fishing, placed under the guardianship of the Ministry of Rural 
Development. The volume of fish captured came to 350,000 tons last year, which 
makes Senegal the fourth r. oking Af-ican country with regard to the size of the 
catch. This tonnage represe an average per capita annual consumption of about 

60 kilograms, not considering exports. 


These catches are made owing to often archaic methods, in particular by 6,500 


fishermen in canoes. Senegal signed a cooperation agreement concerning fishing 
with the ivory Coast in 1977. (LE CONTINENT of 11 May). 
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
